There was criticism of the fact that it was not established uheth&r the 
machine construction industry had in general fulfilled its quote, for the 
first. half of 1952 » There had been about 5,000 tons cf unused casting 
capacity in the eniarpr* .ses under the Ministry of Machine Construction. 

3> Although the nerhfitte had put n, capacity of 150 tons of. forged nieces 
for both Inly end August at the dispe. sal of the ThElnanri-l'erl.. « it had 
not received any orders. It was emphasised that the fullest use of 
the capacity is not possible unless the colors are put In on time.
